'I'he State of Xew York extendint^ from Lake Erie to the 
Atlantic c(xist lies in parts of several quite different faunal regions ; 
viz., the Western or Prairie, the Xorthern or Mountains, and the 
Atlantic or Southern region. So it will doubtless aiq:>ear that the 
Phalangid fauna of the state is quite extensive, and this list can 
only claim to be preliminary. Most of the species that 1 give, 
have, however, never been recorded from the State. 

'There are two families represented, both belonging to the 
Phalangida Plagiostethi (Palj)atores). 

A claw at end of palpus Phalangidae. 

No claw to palpus Nemastomatida?. 

(bf the Nemastomatidte we have but one genus and species, 
PJili'^:!;nhucra cavicoleiis Pack. This was decribed from the caves of 
Kentucky but is not a strictly cave form as I have collected it in 
a gorge at Ithaca, N. b ., and Prof. C. M. Weed records it from 
Xew Hampshire under the name of Sabacon spinosus. The Phalan- 
gidtC, the more common forms of the order, and ordinarily called 
‘‘daddy-long-legs’,, ‘‘harvest-men”, etc., embrace several genera.

Of Caddo we have but one species. C, Banks, foiiiu] on 

Long Island. Its enormously large eyes readily separate it from 
all other Pbalangids. It belongs to tlie southern fauna as it is 
known from 1). C. 

Olixolop/iiis and Lacinius are each represented by a single 
species, O. piciiis Wood and Z. ohioensis Weed, both of which occur 
at Ithaca, X. \ . 
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Phalan^:;iiifn has one species P. chiereiim W^kkI, which doubtless 
occurs throui^hout the State, it belongs to the boreal fauna, but it 
occurs as far south as Long Island. It is usually found near 
buildings. 



Leptolyinius was erected for a C’alifornian species, but two 
other species were placed in it, one of which, Z. Say, I 

have received from Poughkeej:»sie, X. \L, cellected by Mr. \'an 
Ingen. It is a southern form, and this is doubtless as far nortli as 
the species extends on the Atlantic coast. 

Of fJobunum^ I have seen six species from the State. 'Phe 
males may be separated as follows ;

'Phis is a quite rare form, I have one male from Ithaca, X. V. 
Liobuuum ventricosum ^Vood. 

'Phis species is common in the State; unlike tlie other species 
of the genus this is adult in early summer. The young were called 
L. formosum by Wood.

'Phis beautiful species is (piite rare; I have taken it several 
times on Long Island.

'Phis is a much smaller species than the other forms. It is 
not uncommon on Long Island.
